‘& ANADA'S tariff policy is 
dictated by circumstances 
beyond the control of Canadians. 

Canada’s wages are establish- 
ed by The United States. It 
are lower in Canada than in the 
United States, Canadians go t 
the United States to get the 
higher wages and Canada loses 
her poulation. Thus United 
States conditions fix our basis 
of cost. That is one horne of 
our dilemma. 

The other horn is that if we 
do pay United States rates of 
wages we cannot produce our 
goods at prices low enough to 
compete with European goods 
made under much lower wages 
and sold in depreciated curren- 
cies.

If 
we do not claim superiority then 
ovr cnly course it to raise our 
taviff as high as that the Unj- 
ted States, 

‘It does not matter whether 


worst, Canada has only a choice 
between a triff as high as that 
of th country that establishes 
her basis of cost, or ekimate 
bank uptey. 

_ Anyone who bina Can- 
ada’s Tariff question in a nut- 
shell has a right to say that he 
or she understands the Canadiar 
Tariff question, Free Trade 
cen be successfully applied only 
so long as Wages are lower than 
in other competing countries. 
That was so with Great Britain 
when she prospered under Free 
Trade. 

It is not so with Canada.
